The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: All 
independent claims recite, "Attaching the sheath proximal end to the deployment 
catheter distal end," which overcomes most stent and delivery systems. Although the 
Mackenzie (US 6,019,777) patent meets this specific limitation, it fails to disclose or 
suggest all of the limitations of claim 56 including, "disposing the stent within the 
sheath." The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest all of the limitations of claim 
57 including, "retracting the delivery catheter to allow the entire intravascular device to 
expand against the vessel wall at the intravascular site." The prior art of record fails to 
disclose or suggest all of claim 60 including, "the deformable member is embedded into 
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the wall of the sheath... and expanding the sheath against the vascular wall at the 
intravascular site to trap the plaque therebetween."
